Boma time ago a stout, middle-aged, for-
elgn-looking man oalled upon the Rov. Dr.

Bouland, n Ho-
man Catholla priest. Ho said be was a French-
man by birth, but that he had eone to Amoeriea
In 1875, and bnd boen naturalized. His object
in coming to the United Statos, hie aald, was to
writo s history of the Frenoh in North Amerlen
He aaid furthor that his visit to Dr. Mackay
waa dus to his doalro to enter the Protestant
Eplscopal Churoh. He had, ho saild, bacomo
convineod that the Roman Catholla Church
was not congeninl to him, and he had singled
out Dr, Mackay booauso Dr. Mackay had ree
eontly coma from Paris. Dr. Mackay's visitor
told him farther that he waas In good standing
in the Romnn Catholle Churoh. anid that ho
had founded & Frenoh Catholle chureh in Dos-
ton slnce he left France.

Mgr, Bouland waa Introduced to Bishop Pot-
ter, who promised to conslder the mntter.
Thereafter he wna examined by Dr. Mackay
and the Rev, G. Monroe Royce, and they con-
eludad that ho was preparad to enter the Prot-
tostant Churoh.
